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TJJ7HEN Jimmy Chistian told 
me this story as he sat hud* 
died behind a windbreaker just 
outside of Tunis, I .said to my 
self, "Here it is. Here is the 
great story of this war * 

You see,* every war produces 
ft certain number of unique 
stories, but always there is one 
to make the others look like 
small fry in comparison. I be- 
lieve you'll agree, after reading 
all the fascinating, thrilling, 
danger-ridden stories in some 
collection of such, ,that this is 
THE one 

I remember there was an air 
duel going on just south of our 
position and we could see Nazis 
find Americans and British 
planes plunging earthward, 
blazing coffins. The air rever- 
berated with the sound of heavy 
firing. The war was in full force, 
frnd Rommel was having his way 
about now. This was before 
"Monty" Montgomery and our 
own forces .threw that killer 
dillcr against the "Desert Fox* 
and got him on the run out of 
Africa 

Anvwav* 

We must backtrack a little 
to get at the beginning The 
guy's .name is Fred Zinn He's 
a modest seed manufacturer of 
Battle Qreek, Mich, He started 
on his strange career more than 
25 years ago. He's chunky, be- 
spectacled, and today he's stalk- 
ing over Africa, Italy, Sicily, 
doing the same grim job that 
kept him in Europe after the 
first World War locating the 
last traces of airmen missing in 
action 

Working alone on a volunteer 



mission, the 52-year-old chap is 
almost unknown. He lias no of- 
ficial status, no transportation 
except what he begs or borrows, 
and no assistants 
' Sometimes officers who were 
in the last war see him passing, 
his tired, owlish eyes perpetual- 
ly quizzical behind hornrimmed 

■ 

glasses, and wrack their nieinorv 
to recall where they've seen him 
before. 

Fred goes plodding on, ques- 
tioning an Italian farmer who 
saw a plane crash, asking to see 
hospital records, erstwhile 
enemy air force victory reports, 
old registry books, hunting 
clues to clear up the record of 
another missing airman. 

And while he's not mawkish, 
or maudlin about it, the thing 
that drives him on is in his 
pocket. Someone's terse notice 
which says- in part ''regret to 
inform you '• missing in action 

give further details 
you will be promptly notified — M 

When the last war broke out 
Zinn was just out of the t'liv- 
vrsity of Michigan, a kid scour- 
ing around Europe. In 1915 he 
joined the French Foreign Le- 
gion, worked up from buck 
private to sergeant, received the 
Croix de Guerre with Prthn 
Leaves and Star, was wounded 
at Champagne, listed as missing 
in action awhile, finally re- 
joined his outfit 

When the Yanks started com- 
tng he transferred to the La- 
fayette Escadrille as a captain, 
served as aerial gunner and ob- 
server, was picked by Lieut, 
fjiil Billy Mitchell to organize 
aerial photo work, and then was 



placed in charge of assigning 
American flying personnel 

"I sent them to their squad- 
rons and their particular planes 
so I got to know them all pre.ttv 
well," Fred saws, 'and I kind 
of •fell like I was the one who 
was sending them out on then 
missions.*" 

Many didn't return from 
those missions. The "regret to 
inform you" messages started 
across the Atlantic 

# 

Jimmy paused: "Can't you see 
the guy/ 1 he said "Only a kid 
himself, but getting to feel that 
he was somehow responsible for 
all those chaps, responsible for 
their folks back home. Why—** 

A bomb thudded into the 
earth not far from our hideout, 
exploding with a terrific roar, 
and throwing sand and debris 
all over us' We ducked, covering 
our heads For a half hour after 
that the air was filled with chok 
ing (hist, and a loiig pull at m\ 
flash made m\ teeth jgritt\ 
Somehow that Sahara sand gets 
into everything 

Jimmy was talking again — 

Now the percentage of airmen 
who remain listed as "missing 
in action" is inevitably miu-h 
higher than among ground 
.troops, for the flyers vanish over 
enemy territory and clues to 

* 

their fate have become faint h\ 
the time that 'territory is cap 
hired. 

When the last war was over 
more jkhan 200 American airmen 
Fred Zinn had known still were 
listed as missing and there wen- 
many whose graves had never 
been found i 

Fred had assigned them, he 



had their squadron records, the 
reports of their buddies who re- 
turned, and he knew that "their 
folks back home were going 
crazy to know if they were dead* 
captured or m some hospital 
somewhere, and if dead how 
they died and where they were 
buried '* 

I wondered as I watched those • 
smoking planes . rdanng earth- 
ward how many of the poor 
charred bodies Fred or someone 
would find and be able to rec- 
ognize. I knew that this war was 
different . terribly different 

from the last one Then only a 
few planes were in the air This 
time the flower of youth of 
every nation was up there in the 
clouds, braving the hell and 
flame from ground fire and 
streaming death from other 
planes. 

I wondered where Fred Zinn 
was tramping at this very mo. 
ment. and if he was finding all 
of those poor chaps, so thai he 
could send "the .folks' 1 some 
word, some token of how they 
died, and when and where. 

I could see Fred Zinn, per- 
haps standing on some lonely 
wharf watching the loaded 
transports pull away, heading 
for home with happy though 
enppled soldiers by the thou- 
sands waving from the decks. 
They were going home! He was 
staying, carrying on, plodding 
across the battlefields of a con- 
tinent 

Because, while thousands of 
Yanks smiled and sailed hap- 
pily homeward, Capt Zinn who 
had already been overseas more 
than four years, asked permis- 
sion to stay and seek out the 
story of each missing man. 

For eight months his quest 
led him through Northern 
France, Belgium and Germany; 
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through the cornfields and 
woods of Verdun, Chateau 
Thierry, St. Mihiel and the 
Meuse sector He tramped 
through the Argonne to Sedan 
and into the mountains that en- 
circle* Metz and hide the valley 
of the Moselle. He went to Ber- 
lin and studied records in Ger- 
man air victories and returned 
to the search of battlefields. 

Sometimes he had only a 
piece of wrecked plane to local- 
ize the hunt for a grave. Some- 
times it was an initialed hand- 
kerchief or a scrap of paper on 
which a dying flyer had scrawl- 
ed his name. 

A huge Junkers bomber came 
whooshing down, burying its 
nose in the sand and blowing up 
with a mighty bellow and sheet 
of white-hot flame. Several bod- 
ies were h\irled clear at the im- 
pact—dead and dying young 
German flyers. Germans, yes, 
but still human beings, young 
lads who had families some- 
where back there in Nazi Ger- 
many Nations — racial hate- 
can t destroy the fact that 
youth, or age, makes no differ- 

- 

ence 

Jimmy was busy at his radio. 
He was attached to communica- 
tions and now he was shouting 
a report mto^ the transmitter 
Tracers came screaming over 
our little hill, spatting away into 
nowhere This was war, in all 
its ghastly horror 

Where, during all this hell, 
was Fred Zinn plodding t 

Jimmy finished his radio mes- 
sage to headquarters and took 
up the threads of the story, 
while I turned another leaf of 
my pad. I knew that while I 
had a great yam, I still didn't 
know if it had been cabled to 
America, because ' things have 
got plenty hot and we are on .the 



move, chasing , Rommel across 
the sands he thought he'd won 
for keeps. 

Jimmy is speaking. 

Often the graves (he went 
on), when found, had only rude 
crosses saying 'unidentified 
American aviator n Then he had 
to make positive identification 
by endless questioning and 
checking and sometimes was 
forced to open the graves. 

Civilians, town officials, po- 
lice, peasants, all these had 
stones to tell which eventually 
pieced together each individual 
puzzle of a missing pilot. 

Then Capt, Zinn turned the 
information, often containing 
stories of heroism — stories of 
brave action against the enemy, 
stories of saving lives of bud- 
dies, and saving whole squad- 
rons or companies— all such 
stones, which would have been 
otherwise untold, Zinn turned 
over to the War Department to 
notify the families. In addition 
he wrote countless letters re- 
lating details— even very minor 
ones— which he found 'meant 
so much." 

When he finally left Europe 
as a major in July, 1919. only 
six of the 200 airmen still were 
listed as missing Fred Zinn had 
done his work well Now he's at 
it again* 

It has been over a week since 
I cabled this story I am wonder- 
ing if it has been received in 
America. I am wondering more, 
however, where Fred Zinn m 
at this moment. Where his plod- 
ding footsteps are taking him. 
In what blazing desert, or boggy 
marsh, or across what range of 
barren hills, into what grave 
dangers, seeking lost airmen. 

If ever a man deserved a 
monument, it is Major Fred 
Zinn.
